In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties »    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  timec    So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  oost»     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued© 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects*,     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-l»-72«l55  of  the  Ylork  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-.S-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.    Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  imder  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics

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lONA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  E?£]ET  COUNTY 


Bmnet  County,  originally  included  in  old  Fayette  County,  was  established  by 
an  act  of  the  lovj-a  Legislature  on  January  15,  1851  l/,  and  named  for  Robert  Emmet, 
an  Irish  patriot.     In  1856,  George  and  TTilliam  Granger,  R,  E.  and  A,  Ho  Ridley, 
Henry  and  Adolphus  Jenkins,  Jesse  Coverdale,  and  D,  '7,  Hoyt  made  claims  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  beautiful  grove  where  Estherville  now  stands.    After  the  Spirit  Lake 
Massacre  in  Dickinson  County  in  1857,  a  stockade  was  built  near  the  West  Fork  Des 
Moines  River  to  protect  the  settlers  from  the  Indians;  this  became  Fort  Defiance 
the  memory  of  which  is  perpetuated  by  a  state  park  bearing  the  same  name»     In  1858 
a  town  was  laid  out  by  Adolphus  Jenkins,  R»  E.  Ridley  and  Jesse  Coverdale  and  naned 
Estherville  in  honor  of  Esther  Ridley^,  \;ife  of  R.  E,  Ridley,     She  was  the  only 
woman  intl'e  settlement  during  the  first  winter  of  its  existence. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1859  by  the  election  of  its  officers, 
and  the  commission  appointed  to  select  the  county-seat  chose  Estherville,  2/ 
On  Jujie  8,  1882,  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids,  and  Northern  Railroad  was  complet- 
ed to  Estherville,     It  is  now  knovm  as  the  Cedar  Rapids  and  Sioux  Falls  division 
of  the  Rock  Island  System,  3/ 

The  east  branch  of  the  Des  Moines  River  rises  in  Tuttle  Lake,  on  the  border 
between  Emm.et  County  and  Minnesota,  Okamanpedan  (an  Indian  word  meaning  nesting 
place  of  herons)  State  Park  is  on  the  southern  shore  of  Tuttle  Lake, 

The  county  attracted  the  attention  of  the  scientific  world  on  May  10,  1879, 
because  of  a  huge  meteor  that  fell  two  miles  north  of  Estherville,     This  spot  has 
been  the  scene  of  many  scientific  investigations  since  that  time,  4-/ 

Area 


Emmet  County  measures  about  17  by  24  miles  in  area,  embracing  393  square 
miles  or  251,520  acres.     Of  this  number,  245,846  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,  s/ 
There  arc  12  townships,  eight  of  which  are  six  miles  square;     the  northern  four 
townships,  bordering  on  Minnesota,  are  five  by  six  miles  in  extent.     It  ranks 
seventieth  in  the  State  in  point  of  size,  6/ 


Soils 


The  soils  of  Emmet  County  are  grouped  into  three  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely^  drift,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom«land«  The 
drift  soils  cover  89,1  percent  of 'the  county  and  are  divided  into  Clarion  loams  — 
70,2  percent,  Webster  loams — 18,7  percent.  Pierce  fine  sandy  Iopjtl-— -0,1  percent, 
and  gravel  pits — 0.1  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  3,0  percent  of  the  area 
and  are  divided  into  Sioux  loams~-2pO  percent,  O'Neill  lo£;ms — 0,7  percent,  O'Neill

Topography 

Emmet  County  is,  for  the  most  part,  gently  undulating  to  rolling.     On  the 
high  uplands  the  land  is  nearly  level,  while  in  the  vicinity  of  the  streams  it 
becomes  gently  rolling  to  broken.    East  of  the  West  Fork  Des  Moines  River  the 
terrain  is  an  undulating  plain,  nearly  level  in  the  central  part,  but  rolling 
in  the  southern  and  eastern  parts.    West  of  the  river  the  upland  has  a  much 
rougher  topography  and  the  general  level  is  from  100  to  150  feet  higher.  The 
largest  areas  of  level  land  occur  southwest  of  Gruver,  southeast  of  Huntington, 
and  west  of  Rings ted. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  accomplished  by  the  West  Fork  Des  Moines 
River  which  enters  the  county  in  the  northwest  corner  and  flows  in  a  general 
southeasterly  direction.     Its  largest  tributary  is  Brovm  Creek  which  empties 
into  the  river  a  short  distance  south  of  Estherville,     The  East  Fork  Des  Moines 
River  rises  in  Tuttle  Lake  and  flows  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  leaving  the 
county  about  four  miles  south  of  Armstrong.     Soldier  Creek,  its  main  tributary, 
drains  the  central  northeastern  part  and  Jack  Creek  drains  the  southern  part 
of  the  county.     There  are  several  lakes  located  in  various  parts  of  the  country, f 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  39  years   (1891-1930)  vras  4-6,2  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  37  j^-ears  (1893-1930)  in  this  county  YJ-as  27.74  inches, 
and  the  growing  season  averaged  144  days  bet^-veen  the  Icilling  frost  dates  of 
May  9  and  September  8,  recorded  from  1894  to  1930,  9/ 

Population 

Unfriendly  Indians  delayed  the  settlement  of  this  county  until  the  soldiers 
dispersed  them  and  they  were  transferred  from  the  stateo     Then,  v:ith  the  coming 
of  the  railroad,  the  region  began  to  prosper  and  settlers  came  steadily  with 
little  or  no  recession.     In  1930  there  were  12,856  inhabitants  in  the  county.

Fruit 

There  were  15,615  apple  trees  bearing  14,541  bushels  listed  in  1909,  the 
peak  year.     There  were  4,346  plum  trees  in  1909  and  563  bushels  in  1894.  These 
were  the  years  of  greatest  numbers  and  greatest  production,  respectively.  The 
record  year  for  cherries  and  grapes  was  1909.     In  that  year,  906  cherry  trees 
yielded  41  bushels,  and  879  grape  vines  bore  1,748  pounds  of  grapes,  16/

The  crop   'aaGessorsi  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lovfs ;     (l)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked o     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production^  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied hy  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked.     This  ass-umes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked« 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors ^  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vrould  select  their  best 
acreage  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest^  which  would  have  a  differ- 
ent and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships©     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then^  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked »     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  township  with  this  yields  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  court  y. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
asfsumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovmship 
yield-  are.  therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936 o
